LENA GOLDFIELDS ARBITRATION. 
The hearing was continued in the Law 
Courts, London, yesterday of the arbitration 
in the dispute between Lena Goldfields, Ltd., 
and the Boveiháil of the U.S.S.R., each 
of whom alleges breach of a conc®ssion 
agreement to which they are parties. The 
first witness, Major F. W. D. Gwynne, the 
executive director of Lena Goldfields, related 
the history of the negotiations with the 
Soviet Government which led to the signing 
of the concession agreement in 1926. hen 
the British Government severed diplomatic 
relations, he said, with Russia in 1927, Mr. 
Rakovsky, the Chargé d’Affaires, assured 
him that it would make no difference to the 
working of the concession. Major Gwynne 
said that there was no protection for the 
properties, and gold was stolen on a large 
scale. Up to the end of 1929 the company 
spent from £3,400,000 to £3,500,000 in Russia, 
and intended spending more. _ Their profits 
would have ban £1,600,000, rising to

A FINANCIAL ASPECT OF DROUGHT. 

The heat wave, accompanied by severe 
drought, which is inflicting so much hard- 
ship in the United States, may, paradoxical 
as it may se®m, prove in the long run 
beneficial not only to the trade of America, 
but, to the world at large (writes the Glasgow 
Herald), Bountiful harvests should, accord- 
ing to all the recognised laws of economics, 
be a prelude to general prosperity, but under 
modern conditions of commerce, where finance 
is the dominant. factor, the scheme of busi- 
ness does not always follow orthodox lines, 
and perversity sometimes plays a useful part. 
With the slump in American trade, which 
set in last autumn, the price of cotton and 
grain has fallen substantially, and while this 
may, or should be, to the advantage of the 
consumer, the financial effect of it has been 
to saddle the banks with vast amounts of 
frozen credit. The earlier possibility that 
this year’s crops would again be plentiful 
added greatly to the anxiety, as it meant 
that prem would probably drop further and 
oe icate the situation still more. As a 
result of the drought, however, the crops have 
sufféred great deterioration, and market prices 
have moved to a level where there is pros- 
oon of the credit at present in bondage being 
reed for other purposes. Whether the 
immediate relief given to the agricultural side 
of finance will outweigh the ultimate dis- 
advantage of a spoilt. harvest on the welfare 
of the American people as a whole is, of 
course, another matter. 


NITRATE AGREEMENT CONCLUDED. 

Confirmation is now forthcoming of the 
message frém the Paris correspondent, which 
appeared in the Financial News on Saturday, 
stating that a world-wide agreement had been 
concluded among nitrate producers. The 
agreement will place the synthetic nitrate 
industry, as well as the Chilean producers, 
in a much stronger position by eliminating un- 
necessary competition and regulating produc- 
tion to the consuming capacity of the world's 
markets.

BELFAST’S ’BUS FARES. 


The Northern Ireland Road Transport 
Tribunal, which was approached about a 
fortnight ago by the Belfast Corporation 
for authority to revise the "bus fares in 
the city, has announced its decision, and 
it is by no means a favourable decision 
from the Corporation’s point of view. A 
general increase in single fares and tha 
abolition of return tickets was asked for 
by the Corporation, bat the Tribunal, in 
granting the abolition of return fares, has 
stated that it can see no reason why the 
single fares should be intreased, so that 
the Corporation has been denied its prin- 
cipal request. 

When the Tribunal was set up there 
was much comment as to how it would 
carry out its duties. The case in ques- 
tion has been the first big ‘‘ tést ’’ of the 
Tribunal, and it has come through with 
flying colours, and has shown the public 
that it is not prejudiced one way or the 
other, 


In spite of the general trade depression, 
the Belfast shipyards are in a flourishing 
condition, with plenty of work on hand, 
while the output for the first seven months 
of 1930 has been one of the highest yet 
recorded No fewer than sixteen vessels, 
with an aggregate tonnage of almost 95,000 
tons gross, were launched... These figures 
compare with twelve vessels, aggregating 
74,000 tons for the corresponding period 
of last vear. As regards: the work on 
hand, Messrs.,Harland and Wolff have 
eight vessels’ in various stages of com- 
pletion at their fitting-out wharves, while 
Messrs. Workman, Clark (1928), Ltd., 
have one. The biggest of these ships is the 
Winchester Castle, for the South African 
mail and passenger service of the Union 
Castle Line. It ‘is at Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff's Fhompson deep-water wharf, 
and will be finished by the end of the 
present month. 

Fourteen vessels are under construction 
on the stocks—each firm claiming seven. 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff have nearly 
hnished work on the double bottom of the 
Irlandic, the sister ship of the Britannic.

An amusing mistake that 
might have turned out more unpleasantly 
than Dublin Horse Show mistakes ever 
could was made in connection with the 
Austrian air in the beginning of the War. 
A young Englishwoman, who had re- 
mained in Vienna some months after the 
autbreak of war, stood up joyfully one 
night in a café, believing that, after all. 
things.on all fronts must be taking a turn 
for the better, as her ears testified to the 
fact that the orchestra was playing ‘‘ God 
Save the King.” She joined in, en- 
thusiastically singing the words in 
English, till by degrees the surprised 
looks and German words that reached her 
showed her that there was a mistake some- 
where, and that the War could not yet be 
over. 


The Watch on the Liffey. 


The nightly reports of the constable of 
the watch in the Wood quay district of 
Dublin in the latter part of the eighteenth 
century make amusing and interesting 
reading. I give a few examples :— 

‘‘ Sheriff Rutledge and the high con- 
stable took up tow righeters in tishamble 
st., with two naked swords, they were 
brought to the Watch-house, and then to 
goal,’’ Nov. 24th, 1765. Fá 

““ About 4 some gentleman charged each 
other on the watch, but was forgiveing, ' 
March 6th, 1766. 

“John Richey gave up his pole, coat 
and lanthorn; he will watch no more.” 
There is a pathetic wail about this entry. 

““ Between ye hours of ten and eleven, 
James Neilan, of ye watch came to ye 
watch-house drunk, and treated ye con- 
stable with very ill language, such as an 
old scoundrell, a vagabond, and a pick- 
pocket, and all ye ill language he couid 
think of, and came to ye constable’s room 
with his fist up to his jaws, threatning to 
beat him on account of a shilling he got ye 
19th of July.” 

“Mr. Faulkner, Mr. Nugent and 
another gentleman had a riot with a 
butcher out of Newmarket, and they 
charged the butcher, and I went for the 
garde, and in the meantime the whole 
Market came with the Poles of St. 
Michen’s Parish, and reskude the butcher. 
before I came with the garde.’’ 

Such were the troubles of the Civic 
Guards of Dublin in the good old days. 


Briar for Pipes. 


I have sometimes wondered where the 
briar roots used in the manufacture of 
pipes were obtained, and it is only 
recently that I met a friend who was able 
to enlighten me@on the subject. He had 
been spending a holiday at Ajaccio, in the 
attractive island of Corsica, famous as the 
birth-place of Napoleon and notorious for 
its banditti. In the corner of a field one 
day he noticed a great heap of what 
appeared to be large turnips, but a closer 
mspection revealed that the pile consisted 
of knotted wooden blocks. These, he was 
told, were briar roots in the rough. 
Corsica ig full of briar and many varieties 
of sweet-Scented shrubs, a circumstance 
which caused Napoleon to remark that, f 
he were. brought near Corsica blindfolded. 
he could locate the island by the perfume. 
The inhabitants cut the briar frequently, 
which causes. the roots to become 
enlarged, so:that. they form balls of wood. 
These are sent to a local factory, whence 
rough pipe-shapes cut from them are 
eventually shipped to Marseilles. It may 
interest pipe-smokers'to know that their 
favourite. briar was probably associated 
with the perfumed Mediterranean island.

garden recently, writes a correspondent, 
where the red currant trees were over- 
loaded with fruit. On lifting up the outer 
leaves, masses of shining red berries were 
to be seen. They hung in such heavy 
clusters that there was hardly room for 
them. They are cheap in the shops, and 
red currants and green plums will have a 
neck-to-neck race to establish a “' record’’ 
over the raspberries that were sold as low 
as 6d. a Ib. this year. One Dublin fruit 
vendor told me that people were ‘‘ falling 
over one another to buy these cheap rasp- 
berries for jam. They got their jam at 
ód. and 4d. a lb. this year,’’ he said. Tha 
green plums that are now on sale from 4d. 
a lb. will probably fall to 2d. as the 
season advances.

The peacock’s intense self-consciousness 
of his feathery glories, with his envious 
intolerance of rivalry in such dcvovations, 
has not only always been a popular belief, 
but it is even a touch of nature that has 
made its way, exceptionally, into the 
formal and artificial science of heraldvy. 
The severe language of blazonry has been 
content, in his special favour, to set aside 
its usual conventional word “' displayed ’”’ 
for the elongation of his wing coverts, and 
has replaced it by describing him as “a 
peacock in his pride.” According to 
popular belief, he is equally conscious cf 
his detects, so that when he is fully 
expanded, and basking in the admiration 
of all nature and the world, if he should 
be reminded of his harsh, shrieking voice 
by the words ‘‘ Sing us a song,’’ his 
crinoline would immediately collapse.

‘Gop-Hat Topography. 


During a visit to my hatter the other 
day I took the opportunity of watching 
the manufacture of a silk hat, about the 
wearing of which during Horse Show Week 
a query was recently made. The silk hat, 
by the way, was introduced as long ago as 
1760, but its use did not become general 
until about fifty years later. Since then, 
however, the method of manufacture has 
changed little, and the top-hat remains 
one of the few things that have not 
succumbed to the “mass production ” 
epidemic. Every top-hat is separately 
made, and each is the work of an artist. 

Until it is finished a silk hat is an 
unlovely thing. First the maker takes 
some pieces of calico cut in the rough out- 
line of the brim, the sides and the crown. 
These he coats with shellac, and builds up 
a foundation around a block that resembles 
a solid hat. When the foundation of calico 
is complete it is ironed with hot irons 
until it is stiff; then it is coated with size, 
and finally with a film of varnish. 


Glossy Glory. 


The application of the silk covering tf 
a top hat involves the greatest care, 
because the slightest stain on the 
silk would mar the final gloss. The 
silk used for the outer covering is a 
kind of plush that is the finest quality 
is cut into 
strips and pieces to fit the foundation, 
and with the aid of hot irons the silk 
is pressed into position. The heat of the 
irons melts the varnish, thus ensuring a 
firm bond between the silk and the calico. 
After the silk is laid the hat is put aside 
to dry, after which it is polished with 
special brushes and pads until the pile of 
the plush lies evenly all over the hat. 
Then only is a silk hat fit to appear in 
public, but who can tell during the 
process. of manufacture, whether its 
glossy glory will one day grace the head 
of an archbishop or of a hearse-driver?

and by whom the first cheque was drawn 
upon the Bank of Ireland, and if it ts 
still kept in the Bank’s archives. 

Banks were an established fact in Italy 
for a considerable time before they were 
thought of in England or Ireland. It 
was the London goldsmiths who first 
carried on actual banking business before 
the “ank of England came into existence. 
Messrs. Hoare and (Co., the only private 
bamking firm left in London who are 
directly descended from goldsmiths of 
that name, have in their possession 4 
cheque dated July llth, 1676. It is in 
the form of a brief note to Mr. Hoare, 
requesting him to pay to be ver the sum 
of £55 10s. 10d., and ending, “ Your 
loving friend, Will Hale.’’ 

The Bank of Ireland was not founded 
till 1783. though as early as 1695 some 
of the principal merchants of Dublin had 
met together to propose forming a public 
bank for Ireland on che model of the 
Bank of Encland, The first Governor of 
the Bank of Ireland was David Ila 
Touche, member of a well-known 
Huguenot family settled in Dublin, 


Boiled Basalt. 


An" American visitor, to whom I was 
talking the other day, asked me whether 
the basalt columns of the Giant's Cause- 
way at Portrush were ever used for build- 
ing purposes. I do not think that the 
residents would permit their natural 
attraction to be put to such a base use, 
but the query reminds me that an attempt 
was once made to utilise the stone com- 
mercially. About the year 1834 a civil 
engineer and geologist, named Henry 
Adcock, visited Portrush, and made a very 
thorough examination of the basalt forma- 
tion. Several years later, when at Rowley 
Regis, in England, he observed that the 
columnar formation of the stone there was 
very similar to that of the Giant s Cause- 
way. Thinking that some use might be 
made of the basalt, he borrowed an iron 
saucepan from his landlady, and, with the 
aid of the kitchen fire and a pair of 
bellows, succeeded in melting some chips 
of the basalt. When the molten stone was 
dropped into water he found that it turned 
into a substance like black glass. 


A Factory Failure. 


Further experiment with the basalt 
showed that, if the molten stone were not 
allowed to rise beyond a certain tempera- 
ture, it would, on cooling, harden into 
blocks of material that resembled Portland 
stone. Adcock induced a few wealthy men 
to provide funds to set up a factory, and 
he began to turn out quantities of moulded 
window sills, door-steps and other articles 
suitable for use in house construction. 
Many of these blocks were used in Bir- 
mingham, and in some of the older houses 
moulded basalt window sills still remain. 
For various reasons, however, the manu- 
facture of the moulded basalt blocks 
declined, and after some years ceased 
altogether. Adcock lost most of his monev 
in the speculation; but, being convinced 
that the project was worth a second trial. 
came over to Portrush in the hope of 
starting a factory there. He received little 
encouragement from the natives, and, as 
he found that granite was used extensively 
for the construction of houses in Ireland, 
he hecame disheartened, and returned tp 
England. 


Ghe Countess of Darirey- 


The Countess of Dartrey, who has just 
celebrated her birthday, is, in her own 
right, the Baroness de Ros, of Han'ake. 
County York, the premier barony of 
England, to which she succeeded her 
father as the 25th holder of that title in 
1907. 

The first Baron de Ros took an active 
part against the King of England, and 
after the Battle of Lewes in 1264, when 
Henry II]. and his son, Prince Edward, 
were taken prisoners, he was summoned 
to Parliament as Baron de Ros. 

The second Baron was an unsuccess!! 
competitor for the Scottish Crown in 
1292, and the fourth Baron led the 
Second Division of the English Army at 
the Battle of Crecv. The thirteenth 
Baron was the first Earl of Rutland. 

In more recent times the twenty-first 
Baroness de Ros married Lord Henry 
Fitzgerald, son of the first Duke -/ 
Leinster, from whom the present Baroness 
is descended. The twenty-fourth Baron 
de Ros was Fquerry to the Prince Consort 
and also Extra Equerry to Queen 
Victoria. The seat of the family was 
for some time at Strangford, County 
Down. 


Humph ! 


It is not generally known that the 
meaning of the word “ humph '" was the 
subject of a judical decision in the Irish 
Court of Appeal about the beginning of 
the present century. A minority of the 
Court held that “ humph’”’ as used by 
Sir Walter Scott and Jane Austen 'n 
their novels was an expression of dissent. 
The majority of the Judges, however, de- 
cidel that the word is “ an expression of 
doubt or dissatisfaction,’’ or, as Lord 
Justice Walker put it, in the words of the 
‘Century Dictionary,” a “ grant of dis-

A TEN MONTHS’ INDUSTRIAL 
YEAR.

WINDSOR, ONTARIO, Monday. 

To the eight-hours’ day and five-days’ week 
Mr. Henry Ford is thinking of adding a ten- 
months’ year, according to an interview with 
the Moter Car Manufacturer.

THE WEATHER IN JULY. 


REPORT OF IRISH RAINFALL 
ASSOCIATION. 

Statistics compiled by the Irish Rainfall 
Association show that July, 1930, was a dull 
and unsettled month, that the rainfall was 
somewhat above the average, and that the 
weather throughout was generally cool. The 
second week. was fairly fine, but there was a 
good deal of rain, and some thunder (notably 
on the 3rd and 29th) during the rest of the 
month. Sunshine was deficient, strong winds 
were prevalent, and the month was very bad 
for haymaking. The driest part of Irela rl 
was near Cork. The temperature was generally 
low, the highest being 76° at Hacketstown, 
74° at Bailincurra and Banbridge,. and 73° 
at. Dublin and Cashel. The lowest tempera- 
tures recorded were 45° at Banbridge end 
44° at Hacketstown. 

The highest daily rainfall reported occurced 
on the órd, when 2.54 inches fell at Kainsale 
and 1.68 inches at Rathnew,. Co. Wicklow. 
The latter figure includes a fall of 1.17 inchs 
in less than an hour. On the 11th, 1.50 inches 
was recorded at Ballynahinch, Co. Galway.

“ New Zealand values very highly her con- 
tinued association with the Mother Country, 
and our wish to maintain this association 1n- 
timately is possible, both poltically an 
economically,” declared the Prime Minister 
(Mr. Forbes) in a statement in the House of 
Representatives _ to-day, outlining New 
Zealand’s attitude at the coming Imperial! 
Conference. 

He. was convinced, he said, that the wel 
fare, safety,. and prosperity of the whole 
British Commonwealth depended to a very 
material extent upon the continuation of the 
close association of partner-govyernments, 
whose policy should be decided after con 
tinuous consultation. New Zealand did 
not wish to make any alteration in her 
present powers regarding legislation that 
would affect her high standing in the Lon- 
don market. New Zealand favoured a um- 
form nationality law throughout the Empire.

DUBLIN WOMAN REMANDED

PERJURY ALLEGED BY 
SHEFFIELD SOLICITOR. 


In Sheffield Police Court yesterday Mr. 
John Geoffrey Chambers, solicitor, of Bank 
street; accused a police witness of perjury. 
Mr. Chambers was summoned for having 
driven a motor car dangerously. It was 
alleged that a policeman on traffic duty 
signalled to him io stop, but that he drove 
his car over the “‘stop’’ line and on to the 
tram-track. 

The constable said that he asked Mr. 
Chambers to go back to the white line, and 
that Mr. Chambers replied; ‘It is un- 
necessary,’ and began to drive on. 

Afterwards Mr. Chambers wrote to the 
chief constable: “ About a week ago | had 
my name and address taken by an officer 
on point duty at the Town Hall, Curcus, and 
was told I should be reported. I have been 
expecting a summons for this. I hope this is 
not going to be dropped, as it is desirable 
that someone should point out the condition 
of things at this point. A boy of ten on 
point duty at the same place would be pre- 
ferable.’’ 

Mr. Chambers’s version of the incident was 
that he waited at the white-line for about 
half a minute during which time the constable 
did not look at him. He then went forward, 
but when told to go back he did so. ‘he 
officer then stopped him again, but eventually 
said, ‘‘Go forward.’’ As he passed he said: 
“ That was rather unnecessary; wasn't it?’ 
and the officer stopped him again. 

Addressing the ae h from the solicitors’ 
table, Mr. Chambers said: ‘‘I have suspected 
in this Court in more than one case that 
police evidence has been perjured. Now—and 
T sav it with a full sense of responsibility 
and a full sense of the fact that I have no 
more witnesses in this case—I say that the 
evidence that has been given is perjured 
evidence. Hf it is not perjury, it is such a 
rnisrepresentation of the time of the events 
that they mahe the evidence useless.” 

The magistrates said that they regretted 
Mr. Chambers’s remarks, and fined him 20s. 
for failing to stop. dismissmg the charges 
against him of driving negligently and 
dangerously.

From DRUMSHAMBO to Ballinaglera and 
on towards the Cavan border, from Kush- 
eorrigan to Fenagh and by Belhavil and 
Loughs Allen and Creevelea in North Leitrim, 
great dumage has been’ done by the recent 
floods. ~ The hay crop, oats, and turf have 
been carfied away in the rushing torrent. 
Farmers have suffered severely. he course 
of the Stoney River, which broke its banks 
on August 2, owing to the cloudburst, now is 
along the main road, and large boulders, some 
weighing upwards of one ton, and stretches 
of mud cover the land. The fact that the 
Free State Government is to help the people 
in their distress is welcomed on all sides. 
The Rev. Canon McCabe. P.P.. V.F., Drum- 
sliambo, has opened a relief fund. 


NORTHERN BUS FARES. 

The Northern "Bus Fares Tribunal, which 
deal with an appiication for a revision of 
fares on the Belfast-Ballyclare, Belfast-Bally- 
nure, and Belfast-Doagh services, have issued 
its findings. The principle upon which the 
new scale of fares is based is as follows :— 
For weekly season tickets the rates are based 
on six single fares, determined in accordance 
with the schedule. The Tribunal reached 
the conclusion that fares should be paid upon 
a basis of one penny per mile for single 
journeys, fractions of a mile to count as a 
mile. Return journey fares will be at the 
rate of .8 (four-fifths' of a penny per mile. 
The Tribunal is of the opinion that this will 
be necessary to ensure the economic opera- 
tion of the system. The new scale of fares 
will come into operation as from September 1 
next and will be subject to revision if neces 
sary on August 31, 1931. 


PRIEST'S PROTEST. 

Preaching in the Franciscan Church. 
tALWAY, Father Sylvester, O.F.M., said 
that there were excesses in drinking during 
racé week in Galway, and that more young 
boys took drink for the first time and dis- 
graced themselves by getting drunk than 
ever before in Galway.

Trade with South America. 


The announcement that the Prince of 
Wales will visit the Argentine next year 
has aroused much interest throughout 
Europe. His Royal Highness has been 
described as “the best commercial 
traveller in the world,’’ and one French 
newspaper suggests in all seriousness that 
France should train six of her finest 
youths to act for her abroad as the Prince 
acts for Britain. Fantastic as this pro- 
posal may seem to be, it is based upon a 
shrewd appreciation of the Prince’s value 
to the Empire. No ambassador ever has 
approached the achievements of the Prince 
of Wales. His several tours, not only of 
the ‘Dominions, but also of foreign 
countries, have. been national, as well as 
personal, triumphs, and increased trade 
has followed in his wake. The coming visit 
to the Argentine is of uncommon import- 
ance. Those who watch events closely will 
have noticed that the announcement of His 
Royal Highness’s trip has been made since 
the opening of the campaign in favour of 
Empire free trade and tariffs on foreign 
foodstuffs. The Prince is going to Buenos 
Aires at the invitation of the Argentine 
Government, and: very clearly the pur- 
pose of his visit is to strengthen the exist- 
ing ties between Argentina and the British 
Empire. In short, the Argentine does not 
propose to allow Empire free trade to be 
adopted by Great Britain without an 
attempt, as they say on the Stock Ex- 
change, to “ get in on the ground floor.”’ 
It recognises that its interests would suffer 
severely in the event of a purely British 
fiscal bloc, and its progressive people will] 
do everything in their power to prevent 
such a misfortune. 

The trade between Britain 
Argentine already is very extensive. Last 
year the British people bought goods from 
the Republic to the amount of £81,418, 864, 
and sold to it exports of the value of 
£29.071,371. On balance, therefore, the 
South American State benefits to the tune 
of more than £52,000,000 annually. 
Furthermore, Britain’s imports from the 
Argentine are increasing at a remarkable 
rate. In 1925 they amounted only to 
£68,856,044—so that in four years they 
have grown by almost 20 per cent. The 
Argeutine’s imports from Britain, on the 
other hand, virtually 
constant. Actually, they have fallen since 
1925 by some £70,000. Trade between the 
Argentine and the United States of America 
presents a completely different picture. 
The Argentine buys enormous quantities of 
goods from the United ‘States ; but 
Washington has pursued a policy of pro- 
hibitive tariffs against foreign merchandise, 
with the result that the United States’ 
purchases from the Argentine are almost 
negligible. While, therefore, the people 
of the Argentine buy far less from Britain 
than they sell to her, their imports from 
the United States are vastly greater than 
their exports to that country.

The effect of a policy of Empire free 
trade, in whole or in part, would be most 
serious for the Argentine. Every ounce 
of Britain’s imports from South America 
is in direct competition with Dominion 
produce. Her wheat and maize bill from 
the Argentine comes to nearly £25,000,000 
a year. She buys £3,500,000 worth of 
tinned beef, £6,700,000 worth of frozen 
beef and mutton, and her purchase of 
chilled beef reaches the huge sum of 
£22,260,000. The Argentine 
can sell none of these commodities in the 
United States without the payment of a 
stiff tariff; Britain admits them all free 
of charge. ‘The Dominions expect, very 
naturally, that Britain will change this 
policy in their favour. She buys £3,000,000 
worth of butter from the Argentine every 
vear. A small tariff would divert most of 
that money into the pockets of Free State 
farmers. New Zealand Australia 
would benefit by a tariff on Argentine 
beef; Canada would gain by a tariff on 
wheat and maize; South Africa would re- 
joice in a tariff on wool. The Argentine’s 
business men scent the danger, and are 
taking steps to safeguard themselves.

Fortunately, the Ghazi Pasha 
seems to have appreciated the need for 
experts in high places, and it is significant 
that Fethy Bey has been in regular cor- 
respondence with him. For some time 
the Prime Minister has been consolidating 
his position, and it is possible that 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha is not sorry to

Toll of the Road. 


Last week 75 persons were killed and 
167 were injured in accidents on the roads 
of Great Britain. This would have been 
a heavy list of casualties for a battle of 
the Boer War, but nowadays the increas- 
ing toll of the roads is taken almost as a 
matter of course. In the preceding week, 
which did not include a bank holiday, the 
victims numbered 39 killed and 55 injured. 
During 1929 no fewer than 6,696 persons 
were killed and 170,917 were injured on 
the roads of Great Britain, and both totals 
show substantial increases over the figures 
for 1928. The rest of the civilised world 
is in the same case and pays a similar 
tribute to Juggernaut. Hardly a day 
passes in which our columns do not record 
fatal accidents on the roads of the Free 
State and Northern Ireland. Figures 
which have been compiled by the 
Morning Post reveal that all great cities 
have become death-traps. Berlin, which 
had 468 deaths in 1929, compares favour- 
ably with London, which had a total of 
1,362 deaths during the same period, 
France’s statistics of road accidents are 
very high, and last year the United States 
led the world with the appalling total of 
33,060 persons killed and 1,200,000 
injured. Every country, except the Irish 
Free State, has made serious efforts to 
grapple with the problems of its perilous 
and congested roads ; and good results are 
expected from England’s new Act of 
Parliament, which will exact severe penal- 
ties from reckless motorists. It is mani- 
fest, however, that all existing legislation 
in all countries is inadequate. Such in- 
creasing safeguards as sterner punishment 
for motoring offences, speed limits and 
automatic signals fail to keep pace with 
the increasing dangers of the roads. The 
truth seems to be that the sudden uprise 
of motor trafiic—now aggravated enor- 
mously by the advent of the motor 
omnibus—has taken civilisation by 
surprise. Society has not adapted itself 
to the new situation ; it continues to tinker 
with half-measures. - The mounting toll 
of the roads will not be checked until the 
world’s Governments begin to see the 
problem steadily and to see it whole. We 
think that the motorist’s physical and 
mental fitness will be the basis of 
reformed legislation.

Pigs in Clover. 


The latest news from Russia would have 

gratified Southey, who wrote— 
Jacob, I do not love to see 
Thy nose turned up in scornful curve 
At yonder pig. 

In an urgent appeal the Bolshevist leaders 
have recommended the pig to the good 
graces of all Soviet citizens. They demand 
a great outburst of national zeal for the 
official campaign which proposes to give 
the pig its proper eminence in the State. 
Comrade Kiroff—like Southey—deplores the 
fact that people ‘‘are inclined to make 
merry when we mention pigs.” He says 
that for Russia to-day this hardy and 
omnivorous creature has a double import- 
ance. In the first place, it is vastly 
valuable as meat: ‘‘the masses must be 
made to understand that the ‘meat front’ 
can be rescued only by pigs, and not by 
rabbits.” In the next place, Russia’s 
larger towns are not so clean as they 
might be, and the pig, as an “ auxiliary 
scavenger,’’ can serve the purpose which 
vultures serve in the Orient. It can be 
employed, in docile droves, to “‘ devour 
the waste of hospitals, eating-houses, 
barracks and prisons.” A number of 
English pedigree sows has been acquired 
for Leningrad, and the Government’s 
programme demands that collective and 
private breeders shal] supply the Soviet 
Union with three million pigs for slaughter 
in 1931 and with seven million ‘in 1982. 
At present Leningrad, which, according to 
the Government’s plans, ought to have 
seventy thousand breeding pigs, has only 
three thousand. These arrears, says 
Comrade Kiroff, will not be overtaken 
unless the pig is advanced to “a place 
of honour immediately behind the highest 
leaders of the party.” A supercilious pig 
might regard the compliment as doubtful.

THE KING AND BALMORAL,

The visit of the King and Queen to 
Balmoral will not last more than about 
three weeks, or a month at the outside, 
since it is deemed advisable that His 


Majesty shall not be exposed to the keen 
early autumn air of Deeside. He 1s in the 
best of health after the short sojourn at 
Cowes. and the decision to return south 
a little earlier than was expected is 
merely precautionary. Kin Edward s 
description of Balmoral Castle, as being 
the draughtiest hole in the country, was 
not wide of the mark, and when he came 
to the Throne he spent large sums in mak- 
ing the Palace comfortable. Double 
windows were provided liberally, a modern 
system of ventilation was installed, and 
the inadequate heating arrangements were 
overhauled completely. It always has 
been a matter of surprise that Queen 
Victoria did so little to make the Castle 
more habitable. The King and Queen, 
in all probability, will pay a visit to 
Glamis Castle before they proceed to 
Balmoral. 


Changes at Cowes. 


There may be. some revolutionary 
changes at Cowes next season, though 
that gathering is one of the most conserva- 
tive in the world. There was open specu- 
lation during ‘‘ The Week ” whether or 
not women who have entered so success- 
fully into the realms of all sport should 
be admitted to compete for the King’s 
Cup. Although no great enthusiasm was 
displayed over that suggestion, yet it 
found a great deal of support. On the 
other hand, there was pronounced hostility 
to the admission of women as members of 
the Squadron. If, therefore, they are re 
fused that privilege, but are allowed to com- 
pete, there will have to be a change in the 
conditions under which yachts are eligible 
for this particular race, since it will have 
to be thrown open to all yachts, whether 
their owners are members of the Squadron 
or not. Only members of that body now 
are permitted .to compete. 


The Independent Labour Party. 
The Independent Labour Party's 


summer meetings furnish further 
evidence, if such were needed, of the rift 
which exists between that organisation 
and the Government. There has been 
very little commendation of Mr. Mac 
donald’s administration, and mild efforts 
in that direction were met by scorn. It 
is manifest that the Labour Government 
has disappointed Labour, not only on 
account of pledges unfulfilled, but for 
what is deemed the “ milk and water ” 
legislation of the past session. Members 
of the Parliamentary Party find their 
membership of the LL.P. an increasing 
difficulty.. There have been already man: 
and important secessions, and more may 
be expected in the near future as a direct 
result of the flaunting hostility which that 
organisation exhibits towards the Govern- 
ment, and particularly towards the 
occupants of the Treasury Bench. 


Women's Golf. 


The fate of international golf matches 
between women of Britain, the United 
States, Canada and France will depend 
upon the response to the latest appeal for 
financial assistance. A second appeal is 
being made by the Ladies’ Golf Union 
for subscriptions to finance the inter- 
national eontests, and ten to twelve thou- 
sand pounds is the sum for which the 
authorities hope. The first had disap- 
pointing results, and doubt is expressed 
lest the second does no better. A contri- 
bution of about half-a-crown a head of the 
membership of the various women’s golf 
clubs is nécessary if the amount required 
is to be obtained. 


The Twelfth. 


Grouse shooting begins to-morrow, and 
it is satisfactory to learn from latest 
reports on the eve of ‘‘ The Glorious 
Twelfth ’’ that generally prospects are 
good. Northerly-bound trains were packed 
to-day by people who were unable to get 
away until the last moment, and a 
number of specials were necessary to deal 
with the heavy traffic out of London. The 
usual arrangements have been made by 
the larger hotels and restaurants here to 
have supplies of birds sent in time for 
the luncheon menus. 


French Silver Coinage. 


Silver coins are making their appear- 
ance-in France in the form of ten and 
twenty-franc pieces, but they will not he 
in general circulation until a sufficiently 
large stock has been accumulated to enable 
this currency to take a normal place in 
the country’s business. It is realised that, 
if they are circulated before a supply 
large enough for daily use is provided, 
they will be hoarded as novelties, and, 
therefore, huge quantities will be issued 
as soon as practicable. A further exten- 
sion of the use of silver for French coinage 
will be proposed when the Chamber meets 
in October, when a bill, authorising the 
substitution of the bronze and aluminium 
one-franc and two-franc pieces, will be in- 
troduced. <A silver five-franc piece als» 
is suggested. 


Excavations at York. 


the fragments of Roman remains laid bare 
at York are part of a Roman cold plunge 
bath, together with a hot bath and sweat 
ing room. There would appear to be 
little doubt about the date of the building 
uncovered. The character of the structure 
points to fourth century work, as does 
the only pottery found on the site. It 
would seem that the baths formed part 
of the reconstruction of Constantius, as 
already known in the multangular tower 
of the fortress. The main importance ní 
the discovery is that it shows that the 
ground within the fortress, normally occ 
pied by barrack blocks, in the fourth 
century was occupied by more elaborate 
buildings. This discovery corroborates the 
evidence found elsewhere in recent ex 
cavations in York that in that period the 
military authority allowed legionaries to 
live a family life in the civil settlement 
on the other side of the river.

DUKE OF YORK AMONG

Many guns will be heard in Scotland to- 
day, when grouse shooting begins.. The 
County of Angus is among the best shoot- 
ing districts north of the Tweed, and 
nearly every moor and loch in the vicinity 
are let. 

In other parts of Scotland, however, 
many moors are unlet. This is attributed 
to the crash on Wall street earlier this 
year, and it is the fact that never before 
have there been so few Americans in 
Scotland for August. 

Owners of moors and lairds in shooting 
districts are arranging this year to shoot 
over their own preserves with their family 
parties—a rare experience since the war. 

Prospects of game are excellent. The 
absence of late frost, and weather con- 
ditions generally, have combined to make 
birds strong on the wing and more 

lentiful than for many years past. 

undreds of young men and women eager 
for the opening of the grouse season will 
arrive to-day by express trains, which will 
be run in several sections, and many 
others will arrive by car after travelling 
all night from London. One party, who 
have taken a shoot not many miles from 
Glamis Castle, where the Duke and 
Duchess of York are staying with Lord 
and Lady Strathmore, have arranged to 
be at the butts with the earliest streak of 
light. They are hoping to be able to 
claim the first grousé shot this year. 

The Duke of York and other members 
of the house party at Glamis Castle will 
be among the guns out to-day, when it is 
expected they will shoot over some of the 
Strathmore estates, Later in the season 
the King will probably shoot from 
Balmoral, where he will probably be joined 
by the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Gloucester. 

London hotels have organised special 
aeroplane services from Scotland to the 
South, so that birds shot early this 
morning may be served in -London for 
dinner to-night. 

Reports from the majority of North 
Yorkshire moors indicate that grouse 
shooting prospects are exceptionally good. 
Birds have bred well and were early on 
the wing, whilst conditions have been 
excellent for the development of strong 
and healthy grouse. Coveys average six 
to ten. 

Several North Riding sportsmen are 
entertaining parties, and shooting will be 
fairly. general on the opening day. Pros- 
pects on the extensive Swaledale and 
Grinton moors are also excellent, birds 
being reported to be in the best condition 
experienced for years.

Escorted by nine other 
machines she landed right on time, and taxied 
around the ground, cheered by thousands of 
Spectators. 

She was received by the Lord Mayor, the 
Sheriff and other officials, and in reply to 
her welcome, said :—‘‘ It is wonderful to be 
home again [ cannot help contrasting this 
with the last time that I was in Hull. 

She then greeted her grandfather, Mr. 
Andrew Johnson, who had been brought to 
the aerodrome in a bath chair, and later 
left for the City Hall.

SCORES OF VILLAGES 
INUNDATED.

TIENTSIN, Monday. 
Floods have been devastating the region 
between Tientsin and Mukden during the 
past week, and the track has been washed 
away at numerous points on the Peking- 
Mukden railway. Station platforms have 
been washed away and several bridges have 
been badly damaged. 
The damage to railway properties alone 
runs to hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
The situation is most serious beyond the 
Great Wall, where scores of villages have 
been inundated and hundreds of Chinese 
drowned, 
Thousands of refugees are flocking to 
the cities on the coast. 


GARAGE BURNED. 


FIRE NEAR DUBLIN. 

A gavage at the back of the residence known 
as “Cool Garriff,”’ Qld Dublin road, Stil- 
lorgan, Dublin, was completely destroyed by 
fire vesterday evening 

The outbreak was first noticed at about 
6.30, and when the Rathmines Fire Brigade, 
under Lieutenant Heather, arrived the build- 
ing, which was owned by Mr. J. McManus, 
was well ablaze. ‘The garage is a two-storey 
building, the top Hoor of which contained a 
large quantity of new hay. The fire spread 
rapidly, and as it was apparent that efforts 
to save the garage would be in vain, the 
firemen directed their attention to saving the 
dwelling-house, which was in danger for a 
time.

A number of bedroom 
windows at the back of the pecing tones 
were broken and the woodwork scorched by 
the heat from the burning garage, but beyond 
this no damage was done to the living apart- 
merits.

ROBOT PILOTS IN 
ACTION. 


“REDLAND” SPURNS AN 
ULTIMATUM. 


-“ 


War is to be declared in “ The Island 
of Incopnito '.to-day. Zero hour will come 
at 11 a.m., when Redland will refuse the 
terms of the ultimatum sent by Blueland ; 
and from then until Saturday morning 
fierce combat will be waged in the air 
thousands of feet above the possessions of 
the two Powers. 

For to-day sees the start of the 1930 
exercises, and England, re-named ‘‘ The 
Island of Incognito,’’ will be divided into 
two small States, colonies of Redland and 
Blueland. Red Colony will be to the north 
and east of the island; Blue Colony to the 
south and west. Valuable mineral deposits 
of supreme importance possessed by Red- 
land are desired by Blueland, which will 
do all in its power to capture them. 


OBJECT OF THE EXERCISES. 


The air exercises have two objects. They 
are designed to give staffs and bomber 
squadrons experience in directing and 
carrying out long distance bombing raids 
under conditions permitting considerable 
latitude of action, and to give staffs and 
single-seater fighter squadrons experien*? 
in conducting a strategic defensive under 
conditions likely to exist in an overseas 
campaign. 

Five night bomber squadrons, nine day 
bomber squadrons, and eleven fighter 
squadrons—a total of 250 machines—will 
be engaged in this grim struggle for wealth 
above the peaceful countryside. 

The raiders of Blue Colony will have 
to fly hundreds of miles to attack the 
vulnerable points in the rival State. 

London, however, will see nothing of this 
war in the air, as the frontier can only 
be crossed through the five passes in a 
vast series of imaginary mountains stretch- 
ing from the south of Lancashire, through 
the Midlands, curving south of London, 
and up north again into Norfolk. 


AUTOMATIC CONTROL. 


The latest marvel of aircraft develop- 
ment—the automatic control of machines— 
will be used by Blue Colony. After tests 
extending over several years the Royal 
Aircraft Establishment has perfected a 
device by which aircraft in flight can be 
controlled automatically far more precisely 
than is possible with the most skilled 
human pilot. 

The ‘‘Rebot’’ control has proved of 
immense value on long flights; for under 
every kind of weather condition the pilot 
can be completely relieved for extended 
periods. Feverish preparations are being 
made at Salisbury and Cranwell, the 
‘‘capitals’’ of the rival Colonies, and at 
al] the air stations which are to be used 
during the combat. Mechanics are making 
last-minute adjustments to the ’planes, and 
long lines of lorries are rushing supplies 
to the aerodromes. — All over the rival 
Colonies "planes are being drafted. to 
strategic points with the utmost secrecy; 
for surprise will. be a powerful weapon in 
the struggle. 

Yet everywhere those quiet men in the 
light blue uniforms go calmly about their 
business as though forgetful that to-day 
brings “war.”

The authorities at the Sing Sing Prison 
to-day recommended for pardon four 
convicts, who saved two men and their 
wives from drowning in the Hudson River 
in front of the prison yesterday. 

Two thousand prisoners were amusing 
themselves iy the recreation grounds of 
the prison, when it was noticed that a 
small rowing boat on the river was 
beginning to sink. Four prisoners im- 
mediately volunteered to go to the resctie, 
and there was great excitement as the 
Chief Warder opened the prison gates and 
let them out. They immediately dived into 
the river and succeeded in bringing the 
occupants of the boat ashore. 

One of the men in the boat was the head 
of the police of the New York Central 
Railway. 

Three years ago there was a great out- 
cry because three young men were allowed 
to drown in the Hudson just outside the 
prison, because the warders refused to 
open the gates and allow some of the 
prisoners to go to their help. :

General Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien, an 
Army Commander in the early days of 
the Great War, was gravely injured in a 
motor collision on a country road about 
three miles from Chippenham, Wiltshire, 
yesterday. He was admitted’ to Chippen- 
ham Cottage Hospital with serious head 
injuries, and it was learned last night 


that there was little hope for his recovery. | 


Sir Horace was riding in a saloon car, 
being driven by Colonel Rex Osborne, of 
Crudwell House, Malmesbury, which was 
involved in a collision at a cross roads 
with a small touring car driven by Mr. 
Reginald Reason, of Birmingham. The 
car in which the General was riding 
struck the raised grass verge at the side

of the road and turned over on to its 
side. Sir Horace’s head came into violent 
contact with the roof of the car, while 
the head of Mrs. Osborne, who was also 
riding in the car, went through the win- 
dow. It was quickly realised that the 
General was severely injured. 

Mrs. Osborne was practically unhurt, 
and Colonel Osborne also escaped lightly, 
although both cars were badly da:gaged. 

Mr. Reaso:1’s son, who was ridikg with 
his father, received a bad cut over the 
forehead, and was treated at the hospital, 
but was not detained. Mr. Reason was 
not hurt. 

The General’s son, Lieutenant G. H. G. 
Smith-Dorrien, of the 2nd King’s Royal 
Rifles, was summoned to the hospital late 
last night. 

General Sir Horace Lockwood © Smith- 
Dorrien was born in 1858, and entered the 
Army fifty-four years ago. His name will 
be remembered in connection with the 
events of August, 1914, and particularly 
for his part in the retreat from Mons. 

Sir Horace was a guest of Colonel and 
Mrs. Osborne at Crudwell House. They 
had been out 'to lunch with friends, and 
were returning to Crudwell when the acct- 
dent took place. Colonel Osborne was still

“4 GALLANT FIGHTING 
GENERAL.”’ 
Field-Marshal Sir William Robertson, 
an old comrade of Sir Horace, expressed 
deep sorrow when he learned of the accl- 
dent. “He was,” he said, “a gallant 
fighting General. Both in Egypt and 
South Africa he served his country well. 
He was regarded as one of our best 
fighters during the South African cam- 
paign. He took over the command of 
Aldershot in 1907 and did his utmost to 
maintain the high standard of training 
that Aldershot then possessed. I was his 
Chief of Staff during his period of com- 

mand there.’’ 

On the death of Sir James Grierson in 
August, 1914, he was appointed Com- 
mander of the Second Army Corps, and 
his troops received the brunt of the 
German. attack on Mons. He gave a 
“stand and ficht” decision after Sir 
John French had ordered a retreat from 
Le Catean, with which the name of 
General Smith-Dorrien will always ° be 
associated. At the time he thought the 
order would mean disaster, and his deci- 
sion, taken in a little room at Bertry, 
“ Very well, gentlemen; we will fight,” 
made military history. 


PRAISE AND BLAME. 

After the battle, Sir John French— 
afterwards the Earl of Ypres—commended 
him in the following terms: ‘‘I cannot 
close this brief account of the glorious 
stand of the British troops without 
putting on record my deep appreciation 
of the valuable services. rendered by 
General Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien. I say 
it without hesitation, that the saving of 
the left wing of the Army under my com- 
mand on the morning of the 26th August 
could never have been accomplished 
unless a commander of rare and unusual 
coolness, intrepidity and determination 
had been present personally to conduct 
the operation.” 

Afterwards, for some unknown reason, 
Sir John changed his mind and asserted 
that the stand at Le Cateau had been 
made unnecessarily and against his 
orders. This, however, was not the view 
taken in the official history, in which it 
was recorded that Smith-Dorrien’s troops 
had done what was thought to be impos- 
sible. With both flanks in the air, they 
had turned on an enemy Of at least twice 
their strength, had struck him hard, and 
had withdrawn, except on the right front 
of the 5th Division. practically without 
interference, with neither flank enveloped, 
having suffered losses, certainly severe, 
but, considering the circumstances, by no 
means extravagant. The men looked 
upon themselves as victors ; some, indeed, 
doubted whether they: had been ‘in a 
serious action. Yet they had _ inflicted 
upon the enemy casualties which are 
believed to have been out of all propor- 
tion to their own, and they had com- 
pletely foiled the plan of the German 
commander. 


A GERMAN TRIBUTE. 


Such is the view of the official historian 
of the battle, and the last statement has 
been confirmed by the German Commander ; 
for Von Kluck himself subsequently said: 
‘The way the retreat was carried out was 
remarkable. I tried very hard to out- 
flank them, but I could not do so, If I 
had succeeded, the war would have been 
won,” 

Afterwards General Smith-Dorrien com- 
manded his troops at the Battle of the 
Marne, on the Aisne and during the heavy 
fighting in Flanders in the.early stages of 
the war. When the Expeditionary Force 
was split up into two armies he was 
appointed to the command of the Second 
Army, but in April, 1915, differences with 
the Commander-in-Chief led to his return 
to England, where he was placed in charge 


of one of the home defence armies, In |

Dorrien was selected to take charge of

Monsignor Lavelle, Rector of St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, has addressed a letter 
to the parishioners of the cathedral, in 
which he declares that the conditions in 
the theatres ‘‘ dishonour the finest, noblest 
and most hospitable of cities,” and calls 
on them to arouse public opinion to drive 
away indecency from the New York stage. 

It is understood that this crusade is 
prompted largely by the proceedings 
against Earl Carroll, the producer, for 
exhibiting nearly nude girls on the stage. 
“ THE LYSISTRATA ” CONDEMNED. 

A scathing leading article, headed 
“ Classic and Modern Animalism Ex- 
ploited,’’ appears in the current number 
of the summer bulletin of the Catholic 
Theatre Movement, of which Cardinal 
Hayes is the President. 

The article attacks the current produc- 
tion of “ The Lysistrata,’’ by Aristophanes, 
which is still playing to packed houses, 
and describes it as ‘‘a classic of un- 
abashed pagan mockery’’ and. “ as 
audacious an assault upon public decency 
as has ever been perpetrated on our 
stage.” 

Earl Carroll's “ Vanities ' is referred to 
as “a production speciously claiming to 
be artistic, which is really nude and 
leering, and close to the mood of the 
gutter.” All Roman Catholics are urged to 
fight obscenity and to stay away from 
plays of this nature. 

PUBLISHER FINED £60. 

Besides theatrical producers, booksellers 
and publishers are also in trouble with the 
censors. A New York publisher has been 
fined 300 dollars ( ) at Boston for 
selling Dreiser’s “An American Tragedy,”’ 
while the New York Society for the 
es of Vice is prosecuting the 
publisher of Arthur Schnitzler’s ‘‘ Casa- 
nova’s Homecoming.”’

KENTUCKY GOVERNOR 
ASKS FOR TROOPS,

NEW YORK, Monday. 

The Providence coal-mining district of 
Kentucky, which has been torn by Labour 
troubles for several months, was thrown 
into an uproar this morning by an orange- 
coloured aeroplane which appeared over- 
head at about 6 a.m., when miners were 
going to work, and dropped a number of 
bombs. Intense excitement was created as 
nine bombs fell, but no one was injured, 
and there was no damage to property. 

The first bomb fell near Clay City, a few 
miles to the north of Providence. Then 
the machine, which contained two men, 
dived towards Providence and released two 
bombs, which fell. in a field. .Six bombs 
fell near the entrance to the mines. Only 
two exploded, but those explosions were 
heard for miles around. 


OUTBREAKS OF VIOLENCE. 

An examination of the bombs that failed 
to explode shows them to be made of 
dynamite wrapped in adhesive tape with 
fuses attached. 

The local police say that there have been 
several mysterious explosions of dynamite 
here recently. 

The local authorities have appealed to 
the Governor to send troops to the dis- 
turbed area. 

The mines in the section closed down in 
April on account of disagreements regard- 
ing wages and working conditions. In 
recent weeks, however, most of them have 
been opened again and have announced 
that they are proceeding with a normal 
rate of production. 

There have been several outbreaks of 
violence among the workers lately, and 
injunctions have been granted in the 
Federal Court restraining one hundred 
men from interfering with the work of 
the mines.

THE TWO MILLIONS. 


REFORM OF INSURANCE 
SUGGESTED. 


-“ 


The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article :— 

For the first time since January 10, 
1922, the number of the unemployed is 
to-day over 2,000,000. There is nothing 
unexpected in the event, which has been 
foreshadowed by the almost unchecked 
diminution of the volume of employment 
during the last twelve months. Neverthe- 
less, it may be hoped that the attainment 
of so gigantic a figure will strike the 
public imagination, and make public 
opinion ready to welcome the most drastic 
recommendations of the Inter-Party Com- 
mittee, which has just been formed to 
study the system of unemployment insur- 
ance. 

The seriousness of the position can 
hardly be exaggerated. Over 2,000,000 
persons are out of work at a time when 
no sudden collapse of demand, as in 1921, 
nor any protracted industrial strife, as ‘n 
1926, exists to give a ready explanation 
of the rise in the figures, Again, in 
earlier years a temporary increase over 
the period of holidays was followed by a 
corresponding decrease when the nation 
returned to work; but the sinister 
feature of the statistics during the past 
nine months has been that these holiday 
increases have not subsequently been 
cancelled out. 

The seasonal rise at Christmas was 207,000. 
The subsequent fall was only 37,000, and 
by February ó even this improvement had 
been lost. The seasonal rise at Easter 
was 358,000, and there was no recovery at 
all. At Whitsuntide it was 110,000 and a 
recovery of 70,000 was more than lost 
within a week. The result is that since 
the present Government took office the 
number of the unemployed has risen by 


over 900,000. 
TWO MAIN QUESTIONS. 


All these facts must raise two main 
questions. How far is the increase in 
unemployment due to the failure to pro- 
duce conditions in which industry can 
prosper, and how far is it due to defects 
in the system of unemployment insurance ? 
Some answer to the te question was 
given in the report of the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce, upon which we 
commented last week, but there is reason 
to suppose that the answer to the second 
question is also of vital importance, and 
that national agreement upon what the 
answer should be is far less difficult to 
secure. The necessary remedies are sug- 
gested in broad outline by the diagnosis 
of the disease, adds The Times. There can 
be no doubt that the actuarial qualifica- 
tion should be tightened up to something 
nearer the proportion of one week’s benefit 
to six weeks’ contributions laid down by 


the Act of 1920. 


A HALF TRUTH. 

It is often asserted that insistence, how- 
ever strict, upon the principle of 
insurance would not lower the cost of 
unemployment, because the unemployed 
will, in any case, have to be maintained 
out of public funds. That is only a half- 
truth. The restriction of benefit to those 
fully insured would in itself terminate 
many expensive abuses. It would, for 
example, check to some extent the 
practice of employers in arranging 
for their employés to draw benefit 
during slack times. Moreover, if all 
those who fell out of insurance were 
covered by an organisation still charged 
with the duties ofthe Labour Exchanges 
to fill vacancies, but free from the 
necessity to pay relief at benefit rates and 
to ignore the absence of effort to find 
work, it may be argued from the experi- 
ence of the © 3 yawn guardians that 
employment would improve and the cost of 
relief diminish. In particular, such an 
organisation would be able to overcome the 
difficulties at present due to what Miss 
Bondfield called the bar which ends insur- 
ance at a certain point, and the border- 
line where labour is constantly required 
to be passed over the line from one 
industry to another. It should be able to 
devise a scheme under which no availah'e 
vacancy remains unfilled because of the 
technical divisions of insurable and un- 
insurable suitable and unsuitable employ- 
ment. 

No doubt, such a reform of unemploy- 
ment imsurance is a confession that the 
hopes originally entertained for the system 
have not been realised. But in the 
interests of the unemployed themselves it 
is necessary to check a drain on the 
national resources which has already 
shattered this year’s Budget, and, by 
diminishing the sources of employment, 
must intensify the very evil which it i 
designed to palliate. Surely it is better 
to admit disappointment than to continue 
an illusion and a scandal.

WEATHER AND RAILWAY 
STRIKE BLAMED. 

The following statement was issued by 
the Royal Irish Automobile Club yester- 
day :— 

“The Finance Committee of the Second 
Irish International Grand Prix desire to 
take the earliest possible moment of 
acquainting the public and the guarantors 
of the financial results of the races held 
on the 18th and 19th July last. 

““ Although the accounts are not com- 
plete, they are in a position to state, and 
do so with much regret, that there will be 
a loss on the undertaking, it is anticipated, 
of approximately £1,500 after providing for 
the payment of all expenses, includin 
amusement tax of £1,200, which will mill 
a call on the guarantors in respect of this 
race of “about 1s. 9d. in the £. 

“ Had it not been for adverse cir- 
cumstances, there is little doubt that the 
financial result would have been very 
different. The weather was not good, but 
the greater cause was undoubtedly the 
railway strike, which prevented a large 
number of people from being present, 


TWO YEARS’ FIGURES. 

“The following statement shows the 
receipts and expenditure for the races held 
in 1929 and 19350 :— 

“ 1929—-Expenditure, £16,809; receipts, 
£13,219—Loss £3,590. 

“ 1930—Expenditure, £13,744  (esti- 
mated) ; receipts, £12,259 (actual)—Loss, 
£1,485 (estimated). 

“H will be seen from the above figures 
that very great economies were effected 
this year, and it is a great disappoint- 
ment to all that the financial result is 
not in keeping with the success of the 
race in all other respects. 

“The financial gain to the country by 
holding the race cannot be ascertained, 
but iteanust have been considerable. The 
amount of employment it gave in many 
trades is undoubted, and its publicity 
value to the Irish Free State is shown by 
the fact that it was reported by 189 Irish, 
English and foreign papers in 580 issues 
up to July 31st, and since that date 69 
further reports have appeared. ' 


LAST YEAR'S UNDERTAKING. 

This statement means that the guaran- 
tors will be called upon to make good the 
deficit. Last year the Government inter- 
vened and the deficit of £3,000 was paid 
out of State funds. At that time the 
Race Committee of the Royal Irish 
Automobile Club gave an undertaking 
that the Government would not be called 
upon again. 

Fortunately, the deficit is very small, 
and the sum to be made good by the 
guarantors—ls. 9d. in the £—will not 


amount to much. 


SAFEGUARDING THE SPECTATORS. 

We understand that the Roya! Irish 
Automobile Club is prepared to organise 
another race next year, but, natur- 
ally, this cannot be done without 
the guarantee fund, or else a subscrip- 
tion fund to cover any deficit that might 
arise. The official statement explains 
the causes of the deficit last month, and 
there cannot be any doubt that but for 
the railway strike and the very bad 
weather the races would have been a 
financial success. 

One of the biggest items in the expedi- 
ture was for the precautions taken to 
safeguard the spectators. In this respect 
it is interesting to note that Earl Howe 
wrote to the Club expressing his apprecia- 
tion of all the arrangements, and stating 
that, in his experience, there was no 
motor racecourse that so well provided 
for the safety and comfort of the spec- 
tators. 


THE COUNTRY’S GAIN. 

Again it is pointed out that though 
there was a deficit of £1,500, of which 
£1,200 was entertainment tax, which will 
be paid to the Government, many times 
more than this sum came into the 
country as a result of the races.

SERIOUS FIRE IN 
BELFAST. 
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BRIGADE RECALLED TO 
OUTBREAK. 


A serious fire broke out in Beltast last 
night, and was still raging at an earty 
hour this morning The premises in- 
volved were those of Mr. Hugh Moore, 
sack and bag merchant, which are situated 
at the corner of Hill street and Commer- 
cial Court. 

The fire originated on the middle floor 
of the building, which is three _ storeys 
high, and spread rapidly to the top floor, 
the flames soon passing through the roof.

NEXT YEAR TO BE ONE 
OF ANXIETY,

_. Hours, wages, and unempolyment were the 
_ ‘main topics on the a iG tor the’ annual 

conference of the Miners’ Federation of 
Great Britain, which opened at Weston-super- 
Mare yesterday. 

The Executive Committee, in their report, 
expressed the view that the schemes em- 
bodied in the new coal industry measure 
would help the industry if those responsible 
for their operation applied them m the right 
spirit. The responsibility belonged to the 
coal owners, and it was to be hoped that in 
the coming year they would exercise it in a 
way which would obviate the necessity for 
having once again to defend the miners 
against attacks on their standards of living. 

NEXT YEAR. 

“ While the past year has been an exacting 
one, next year will probably be of even 
greater responsibility and anxiety,” the re- 
port states. ‘‘ The pernicious Eight Hours 
Act of 1926 will terminate in July, when we 
hope to return to pre-1926 conditions. New 
agreements will require to be negotiated in 
many districts, while the problems of unem- 
ployment and under-employment press heavily 
upon us. Hours, wages, and unemployment 
are problems which are closely connected, 
and our consideration of one must involve 
consideration of the others.” 

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Thomas Richards, in his address, re- 
ferred to recent mine disasters, and regretted 
that not much progress seemed to have been 
made in the prevention of explosions by con- 
tinuous experiments. He was convinced 
that there was only one solution—ventilation. 

The attention of the Federation had been 
much occupied during the year with the 
efforts of the Government to pass the Coal 
Mines Bill. As they anticipated, the Tory 
Party resorted to all manner of devices to 
render the measure non-effective. They did 
not anticipate that the Liberal Party would 
have harassed the Government to the extent 
that they did. That the bill eventually passed 
was very largely due to the patient states- 
manship of the President of the Board of 
Trade (Mr. W. Graham), who, strong in his 
conviction that in this way was to be found 
the means not only of providing a measure 
of justice to the miners, but of restoring 

rosperity to the industry, never gave up 
ope of- ultimate success. 

“Many of his ideals and ours were sacri- 
ficed in the process, with the result that the 
Act bears indelibly the imprint of the fact 
that it was secured by a Labour minoritv 
Government.” 

The President claimed that the country 
generally was with them in protesting against 
a wage of six shillincs to eight shillings a 
dav for hundreds of thousands of men in the 
mines. He urged the coal-owners to believe 
that the people of the country were prepared 
to pav the economic price necessary to pro- 
ng the miners with a decent standard of 
ife. 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

In a reference to unemployment. Mr. 
Richards said that it had, unfortunately, be- 
come a source of an irritating and damaging 
controversy as to whether the Government 
was not lackinz in covrage and imagination 
in simplv adopting small schemes of economic 
work which. at best, could be hut temporary 
palliatives for what appeared to be the 
devastation of a rapidly increasing chronic 
disease. 

Much more attractive than rationalisation 
would be a policy which would give: the 
country assured markets for its goods and 
eliminate the ruthless competitive struggle of 
to-dav. 

EMPIRE FREE TRADF. 

Lord Beaverbrook’s policy of Empire free 
trade could not directly help the export coal 
trade, and could it be imaginéd that it would 
not have the most serious reactions in those 
countries which were now our chief customers 
for coal, and upon whem we must always 
depend? Such -a policy would have the most 
serious effects upon the mine workers in the 
export districts, and they would find that the 
difficulties of the exnort trade would be 
increased a hundredfold. 

“Tn stating this do not think I come 
within what Churchill in his metamorphosis 
state described free traders as, ‘ Victorian 
dodos,’ but, even at the risk of coming within 
that choice description. I want to warn our 
people that whether it be called ‘ Empire free 
trade,’ ‘Beaverbrook,’ or ‘ Baldwin.’ it is 
‘the old horse, protection,” shingled and 
shorn of tariffs, low wages, unemvloyment 
and impossible food prices.” 

Mr. Richards said that when they cxamined 
the proposals for Empire free trade, in the 
light of their effect: on the coal industry and 
the miners, it was impossible to enthuse over 
them. Putting aside the question as to 
whether this policy was practical or not, all 
the evidence showed that the Dominions did 
not consider it possible. The exports of coal 
to countries within the British Empire formed 
only a tiny proportion of the total exports— 
normally yather Jess than two per cent. ‘The 
overwhelming proportion of British coal 
exports went to European countries, and, more 
particularily, to the West European block. 

After the President s address the Conierence 
adiourned until Wednesday. 

It was decided not to meet at all to-day, 
owing to the funeral of the late treasurer, 
which will be attended by the secretary, Mr. 
Cook, and three executive members. 

CONTROVERSIAL SUBJECTS. 

"There are sevéral controversial !ssues to 
come before the Conference during the week. 
One of the most lively features will be a 
contest for the presidency. 

Greatly to the surprise of the executive 
and the membership generally, Mr. Herbert 
Smith, who resigned under dramatic circum- 
stances over six months ago, has emerged 
from his retirement, and has been nominated 
hv Yorkshire for the presidency in opposition 
to Mr. JT. Richards, who reluctantly took 
office when Mr. Smith resigned at a critical 
period. 

Yorkshire during the week will be at grips 
once more with the Federation over the hours 
question, and some very plain speaking Is 
expected. 

If permitted by the Conference, Yorkshire 
intends to move an emergency résolution to 
prevent any district making an application 
to work the “ spread-over,’’ and condemning 
the executive for their action. This, if moved 
and carried, will amount to a vote of censure 
on the executive; for the “ spread-over ’’ has 
been accepted with the important qualifica- 
tion that the Federation will have a voice in 
determining whether any district shall be 
allowed to work it. 

It is likely, however, that the emergency 
resolution will be ruled out of order, and 
that Yorkshire will have to make their pro- 
test on the executive's report. 

HOURS IN THE MINES, 

When the Coal Mines Act is reviewed there 
will be a renewal of the hours controversy. 
Yorkshire intends to attempt to force a 
decision in favour of the seven-hours day. 
‘The executive are standing by the Coal Mines 
Act, which introduces seven and a half hours 
instead of eight, and the Conference will 
he urged not to prejudice the position.

LABOUR MEETING. 
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Mr. James Maxton, M.P., referring yester- 
day at the LL.P, Summer School at Welwyn 
to the presence of Lord Beaverbrook, spoke 
of “the privilege of having among us the 
man whom I regard as our foremost enemy 
in Great Britain. '' 

Empire free trade, said Mr. Maxton, was 
an attempt to bring British capitalism up to 
date and to put it in a position to face up to 
American capitalism, on the one hand, and 
Sovietism, on the other. 

“I dread and fear Lord Beaverbrook be- 
cause of his personal capacity, his personal 
power, the resources he has at his command, 
and the fact that he has in our own ranks 
very valuable trends of thought which run 
to some extent in his cwn direction.”

ITALY, 


DOLE PLAN CRITICISED. 


ee 


The full plans for the relief of winter un- 
employment in Italy have now been pub- 
lished (says the Rome Correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph). They are seen to in- 
volve the total expenditure by the State and 
municipalities of a little over £10,000,000 in 
public works throughout the country, and 
they represent Signor Mussolini’s own views 
as to the solution of the unemployment 
problem in Italy. 

In an article dealing with the Question of 
public works versus the dole, Signor Vir- 
ginio Gayda, writing in the (Giornale 
d’[talia of to-day, condemns the dole on 
the ground that it produces a class of pro- 
fessional unemployed. He claims that the 
level of wages, and, consequently, the price 
of commodities, is maintained at far too 
high a point in England by the fact that ‘n 
reckoning a wage offered to him the pros- 
pective employé does not consider how high 
it is above zero, but how high it is above the 
dole figure. Thus, he argues (and it is safe 
to assume that this is Signor Mussolini's 
view), unemployment lrings with it a cer- 
tain stability from which further unemploy- 
ment springs. 

THE HALF-MILLION MARK. 

In dealing with the Italian unemployed. 
whose numbers are modestly stated to be 
350,000. with a possible winter increase to- 
wards the half-million mark, it is desired to 
avoid creating a similar situation. In con- 
sequence the policy will-be to offer wages 
for public works, which, as the argviment 
runs, will ‘‘ enrich the patrimony of the 
State.” 

It is admitted that none of this work is 
strictly necessary, but it is contended, at the 
same time, that it is all useful. Improved or 
new railway tracks and roads, bridges, 
aqueducts, power stations, irrigation canals. 
schools, hospitals, and public buildings 
either produce work or maintain it, and the 
Italian policy will, in the view of those re- 
sponsible for it, and within the limits of the 
world economic situation, tend to quicken the 
prosperity of the country, and enable imme- 
diate advantage to be taken of a general im. 
provement when it comes.
